NSC 47/3, a report by the Department of State, was initially sub- 
mitted for Council consideration, but in accordance with subsequent 
agreement between the Departments of State and Defense, (reference 
memo) it was referred to the Senior Staff in anticipation of 
Council consideration of the subject on March 14. Senior Staff 
revision of the statement of policy in NSC 47/3 was submitted 

for Council consideration as NSC 47/4, The NSC Staff revision 

of the staff study in NSC 47/3 was circulated as an Annex to 

NSC 47/4 for the information of the Council. NSC 47/4 ana 

Annex to NSC 47/4 are scheduled for consideration as item 2.

The President directed that the Department of State prepare for the. 
information of the Council a statement of the results of the recent 
conversations between the President and Prime Minister Pleven.

Director of Defense Mobllization, and the Economic Cooperation 
Administrator, To be schéduled on the agenda of a later Council 
meeting.

UNITED STATES POLICY ON DEFECTORS

from Executive Secretary, same subject, dated December 5, 1950; 
Memo for Ad Hoe Committee on NSC 8 from Acting Executive Secre- 
tary, same subject, dated February 8, 19513; Memo for Senior NSC 
Staff, same subject, dated March 6, 1951 


At its 69th Meeting the Council referred NSC 86, without endorse- 
ment of the proposals contained therein, to the Staff for the prep 
aration of a report. The Senior Staff subsequently designated an 
ad hoc committee, including a representative from the Department 
of Justice, to prepare a draft report. 


On October 26 the ad hoc committee agreed that initial studies 
would be prepared by State and CIA, with appropriate advice and 
assistance from the other departments and agencies represented on 
the committee. CIA report circulated by the reference memo dated 
December 5; State report circulated by the reference memo dated 
February 8. 


On February 20, the ad hoc committee discussed the reports referred 
to above and agreed that State should redraft the Conclusions in 
the light of the discussion, and that the Executive Secretary 
should then revise the Recommendations in light of the revised 
Conclusions for reconsideration by the ad hoc committee. 


A revised statement of policy and staff study, based on revisions 
to the Conclusions prepared by State, were circulated by the 
reference memo for consideration by the Senior Staff on March 12, 
in a joint meeting with the Ad Hoc Committee on NSC 86, 
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* On October 25 the Senior Staff considered a draft report by the 

Staff Assistants on the subject (reference memo of October 24), 

and agreed that a draft report on the subject. should be based 

upon a complete reassessment of the U, 8S. position toward Iran, 

- including a review of the applicability to Iran of the basic U. 8S. 
position relating to the Eastern Mediterranean and the Middle East, 

approved in 1947, and of current British thinking regarding this 

area,

On October 30 the CIA Member was requested, with assistance from 
appropriate departments and agencies, to prepare an intelligence 
estimate of the extent to which the Western European economy is 
dependent upon Middle Eastern oil, and of the related problems 
involved in alternate sources of supply. CIA estimate (NIE-14) 
circulated January 8, 1951. 


On January 18 the Senior Staff discussed the subject in the light 
of NIE-14 and referred the draft Statement of Policy and Staff 
Study circulated by the reference memos, to the Staff Assistants 
for revision in the light of the discussion. A study, prepared in 
the NSRB on world petroleum supply and requirements for a major 
war, was circulated by the reference memo of January 24 for the 
information of the NSC Staff in connection with this project. 
Draft report by State circulated February 26, revised by the Staff 
Assistants, and submitted by the reference memo dated March o, 
for Senior Staff consideration on March 13. (See related area

COLLABORATION WITH FRIENDLY GOVERNMENTS ON OPERATIONS AGAINST

NSC 90 was circulated for Council information and referred to the 
Senior NSC Staff for use in the preparation of a report. On Octo- 
ber 30 the Senior State and JCS Members undertook to collaborate 

in the preparation of a draft paper covering both the political 
and military aspects of thé problem; and the Senior CIA Member 
agreed to prepare an intelligence estimate on current and probable 
areas and characteristics of guerrilla warfare. Joint report by 
State, JCS, and CIA, upon the recommendation of the Staff Assist- 
ants, was submitted by the reference memo of March 12 for Sentor 
Staff consideration at its regular meeting on March 15.
